HOMOS, Aug. 25. -The gold Democrats 


•f Massachusetts meet in Horticultural 
hall today for tho purpose of adopting a 
platform and electing delegates to tbe 
Indianapolis convention. It bad been the 
intention of the leaden to nominate a 
candidate for Governor but after iutlle 
attempts in this direction it was decided 
to postpone action on this question until 
after the regular state convention next 
month. 


Several hundred enthusiastic delegates 


were present. Mayor Prince called the 
convention to order at eleven o'clock. 
The entire assemblage led by the orches- 
tra joined In singing "America." J. Rus- 
•ell Reed was chosen temporary chair- 
man and mode a strong speech showing 
why the sound money Democrats stand 
nrmly opposed to the Chicago platform 
and ticket:

He stated that the reasons lor the pres- 


ent action of sound money Democrats 
were many. The first reason mentioned 
was because the Chicago convention as- 
sailed the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the speaker saying that "the ex- 
istenceofoar government depends upon 
the obedience of the people to the decis- 
ions of oar court of last resort."

He denounced the Chicago platform and 


candidates for their opposition to the civil 
service laws now In force, and then spoke 
as follows for sound money:

SARATOGA, Aug. 35.—The nebulous 


condition of the political atmosphere of 
last night seemed to have caused many 
delegates to lose rest. Its recorded of the 
candidates that only Platt slept well. Tbe 
pressuae brought to bear to make him 
retract his refusal to accept the nomina- 
tion has been tremendous but he repeat" 
edly reaffirms his decision. 


When Platt entered the hotel dining 


room he espied Hamilton Fish at a table 
near the door. He walked over to him, 
put his hand on his shoulder and said: 
"Fish, I am not in the race, that's final; 
get on your harness and fight. Yon candi- 
dates will have to fight your own|battles." 
He then walked to tbe other side of the 
room. 


When Platt returned to headquarters 


he consented to talk to the correspondent 
of the Associated press. He said, "You 
may say I have not at any time withdrawn 
from my original position of declining the 
nomination. My statement to your asso 
elation still stands. I am not a candidate 
and will not under any circumstances ac- 
cept the nomination. This can not be 
made too strong." 


The announcement of the positive de- 


cision of Platt's lent astonishing vigor to 
other candidates and the scene among 
the boomers became a very active one. 
It was practically decided that after one 
ballot the convention would adjourtynn- 
til tomorrow, which will give opportunity 
for twenty-hours of a merry war. 


Temporary Chairman Frank S. Block 


made a vigorous and stirring speech in 
opening the convention. He said that the 
meeting of the Republican state conven. 
tion of New York is always a momentong 
event. The acts of this state, containing 
one-eleventh of the population, such a 
large part of the commerce of the country 
must affect the entire people. 


•'or Harmony. 


The history of the state and country 


showed the steady onward tendency of 
the Republican party, some times checked 
but every year a gainer over its prede- 
cessor. This is »o time for creating new 
animosities or renewing old ones.

It is no time to refuse forgiveness to sin- 


ners who have repented. We must wel- 
come every man who is prepared to enter 
our ranks, regardless of color, race, or 
previous condition of Democratic servi- 
tude. The party that appeals to the man- 
hood of young voters will live longer than 
the party which attempts conciliate old 
offenders. 


He said he was a believer in the policy 


of recruiting new Republicans rather than 
reforming old Democrats. If all young 
men will join the Republican party time 
will dispose of the few remaining frag" 
uients of the Democratic party now vis- 
ible. The time to determine what the 
history of a party shall be is before it is 
completed.

An adjourned meeting of the city coun- 


cil was held Monday evening at the usual 
hour for the purpose of acting on the pe- 
tition of the Hoosac Valley street railway 
for a location for tbe track of its proposed 
Beaver extension. Ej S. Wilkinson pre- 
sided, there was some difficulty in get- 
ting a majority of all the members of the 
council and Mr. Wilkinson had to cast his 
vote so as to have the requisite number. 
There were but ten members and tbe pre- 
siding officer present. 


The business transacted was tho second 


reading and pasting to be ordained of the 
order granting the railway company tbe 
right of location on Union and Beaver 
streets from Eagle street to a point in 
the city line. Tbe order was passed to be 
ordained with this important amend- 
ment moved by V. A. Whitaker: "This 
grant shall be subject to the present and 
future orders of the mayor and board of 
public works in regard to the manner 
of construction and maintainanoe of the 
track and road-bed and the operation of 
the road, also in all other particulars con- 
sistent with the laws of this common- 
wealth which may be necessary in the 
judgment of said officers to protect the 
'merest of the city." 


The council adjourned until Friday, 


September 1, at 7.30 o'clock when a public 
hearing will be given on the petition of 
the railway company for a location from 
the present road terminus through Eagle 
street to Union street. 


A REGRETTED RESIGNATION. 


John L. Howes Withdraws From the North 


Adams Vocal Society. 


A special meeting of the directors of the 


North Adams Vocal society was held in 
the Y. M. C. A. building Monday evening 
to act upon the resignation of John L. 
Howes, the conductor of the society. The 
purpose which brought the directors 
together was a cause of genuine disap- 
pointment and the resignation was 
accepted with much regret. 


Mr. Howes has had the musical direc- 


tion of the society since its organization i 
two years ago and his ability a? a con- 
ductor is clearly shown in the marked 
improvement in the work and the posi- 
tion of real importance, which the society 
has assumed in the musical circles of this 
section. 
His decision has been made 


after a deliberate consideration and was 
thought by him to be necessitated by the 
additional work which he has lately 
entered upon in this city, principally the 
demand for most of his attention in the 
direction of the choir of the Baptist 
church. 


His withdrawal from the society takes 


from it a man who had the respect of all 
its members and one of its most earnest 
workers. 


The meeting adjourned until Wednes- 


day evening when it is probable Mr. 
Howes' successor will be selected. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


Wllllamstown Wants Broad Brook Water 


for Fire Protection Only. 


The board of public works met at the 


regular hoar Monday afternoon and after 
the routine work of auditing bills, etc, 
bad been disposed of'the members re- 
ceived an application from the selectmen 
of Williamstown. 


Williomstown asks this city for the use 


of Broad Brook water for fire protection 
in the section of the town near by the 
depot. For no other purpose Is the water 
aiked or wanted and the board will un- 
doubtedly grant the permission desired. 


The ever present matters of sewers 


was considered and all the figures and 
maps were gone over again and again. 
The surface sever for the "Swamp" dis- 
trict will be commenced upon this week. 
The Union street domestic sewer is being 
laid with even more hindrances being 
encountered than were met with on Main 
and Center streets, when the surface 
sewer was laid. The trench is between 
twelve and fifteen feet deep in some 
places and the rocks make digging both 
bard and.expensive. The Marshall and 
Eagle street sewer, which is to run along 
the south side of the river bank is not for' 
gotten by the board. There is no doubt 
but what it will be laid this year and 
that too within two months. 


The sewer problem bos been the ghost 


of tbe board of pnblic works this year 
and the members will be greatly relieved 
when the question of how, when oad 
where should the sewers ran be.put aside 
for the winter.

A CAPITAL PLAN. 


For Bringing Together Berkshire 


People and Their New York 


Friends. 


FOR THE GOOD OF BERKSHIRE. 


The Secretary or the Berkshire Society 


in New York Sends Cordial Invita- 


tion to Our Readers to Participate 


in a Delightful Affair. 


For nearly ten years it bos been the 


custom of certain Berkshire people resid- 
ing in the metropolitan district, to gather 
themselves together in friendly compan- 
ionship, and, over good meat and drink, to 
discuss the past, the present, and the 
future of the county from which they 
come. These reunions have always been 
pleasant occasions, and not a few of the 
memb«» of the Southern Berkshire so- 
ciety in New York look forward to the 
"Berkshire Dinner," from the day when 
the summer vacation ends until that eve- 
ning in February when they can get close 
to people that have a good word to say 
for the mother coqnt y, and that want to 
hear other good words. 


At the last meeting of the society, the 


word Southern was dropped from the 
name. It was felt that the mother coun- 
ty deserved better froni her children in 
the great city than to be divided into a 
North and South, as if a bloody shirt had 
once been waved within its borders. Since 
what had once been a neighborhood meet- 
ing to discuss the affairs of Sheffield and 
Egremont, had, by the logic of word and 
the process of time, grown to be a council 
of the country, it was right that the name 
should be changed to indicate this larger 
constituency. Hereafter the children of 
Berkshire will meet as friends, knowing 
no North, BO South, desirous only of doing 
honor to the common mother whose 
charms are ever richer, ever finer as her 
years increase. 
, The notice of this change should be 
spread far and wide throughout the 
county, especially at this season of the 
year when so many New Yorkers are resi- 
dents among us. That the idea for which 
the Berkshire society stands is a good one* 
no New Yorker that reads bis winter 
newspaper needs to be told. In the cold 
season men and women like to warm 
themselves at the home hearth, and it is to 
this end that the Ohio society exists, and 
the New England society, and the South- 
ern society, St. Nicholas', St. Andrews'

Articles or Organization of (he "Bound

and that its accomplishment would work 
great injustice to both labor and capital, 
and believing that the Democratic party 
has been led astray to the advocacy of a 
doctrine untrue to its past and dangerous 
to its ability in tbe future to serve the 
best interests of the whole people, we 
band ourselves together in an organiza- 
tion to be known as the "Sound Money 
Democrats of North Adams," pledging 
ourselves to do what we can to educate 
voters in the principles of sound finance 
and to work so far as it is in our power to 
keep the Democratic party true to the 
principles which have been its cardinal 
articles of faith in the past. 


The officers shall consist of a president, 


six vice preidents and a secretary and 
treasurer; and tbe board of government 
shall be vested in an executive commit* 
tee to be composed of the president, the 
secretary and seven members, one to rep. 
resent each ward. These officers are 
to be elected after the adoption of this con" 
stitution and are to serve until a meeting 
which shall be called after the campaign 
is over to determine whether or not the 
organization shall be continued.

Larkln, F. L. Tilton; T. O. Goodbeau, A. 
W. Chippendale. 


The rooms committee reported by Mr. 


Ralston that suitable quarters for meet- 
ings and a club room had been secured in 
the Eimball block on Main street and 
would be open and ready for occupancy 
before 
the 
last 
of 
the 
week. 


It was announced with pleasure that 
fifty-five names had been added to the 
membership list since the first meeting 
and tbat the present enrollment num- 
bered eighty members. Secretary Chase 
was instructed to extend an invitation to 
independent Democrats and all indepen- 
dents who would wish to join the club. In 
response to a call from the chair several 
members contributed suggestions to the 
executive committee. 
The committee 


will appoint sub committees to aid its 
members in carrying on the work and 
more especially to get started in substan- 
tial manner. 
Tbe meeting adjourned

The quantity of raw wool on hand, 


uucousuuicd, on March 31, 1K96, is es- 
timated at over 114,000,000 pounds 
more than waa ever en hand at the 
same time of year before. 
This is ex- 


clusive of shoddy, waste, rags, etc., and 
relates simply to raw wool. 


If we take the quantity of wool on 


Inn id, including that contained in rugs, 
waste and all forms of manufactures 
of wool reduced to raw wool, the quan- 
tity on hand in the form of either goods 
or wool, nnocaanmed, on March 81, 


189G, 
was ubnnt 257,000,000 pounds 


greater than thn largest quantity ever on 
hand before at the BHIUC time of year. 
This readily explains whnt has become 
of all the extrn wool imported, being 
nearly double tlio quantity of increased 
imports of wool. 


There are misliy circumstances that 


go to confirm these estimates. First, 
the American machinery is today rrm- 
uing less than ha'f time. Second, many 
of the wool dealers who handle the 
American clip, and who have large 
stocks of last year's wool on hand, com- 
plain that their sales for the past five 
mouths were lees than many of them 
have ofteti sold in a single month un- 
der the McKinley jwtriod. Country mer- 
cliauti all over the United States are 
holding old wool, Elxne of which is be- 
ing destroyed by moths, because there 
is no market for it, t-'ie usual outlets for 
it having been stoppnd np •with import- 
ed wool and imported woolen goods. 


Messrs. Burk and McPetridge have 


published iu Traffic a statement pre- 
pared by Messrs. TJsnodore Justice & 
Co., of Philadelphia, which is interest- 
ing in this connection, hence 'wo repro- 
duce it, as follows: 


"Messrs. Helmuth, Rchwartze & Co., 


of London, in their March circular, show 
that the world's supply of wool from 
1891 to 1895 bad increased from 2,121,- 
000,000 pounds to 2,842,000,000 pounds, 
an increase in the world's supply in four 
years of 221,000,000 poiTuds. The effect 
of this enormous increase iu the supply 
upon European markets -was to de- 
piess the foreign price of wool from 
£13 Is. 3d. per bale in 1S91 to only 
£11 per bale in 1895, a ilculiue of lover 
18 per cent. This was iu consequence of 
tho fac-t that there wr.ft then 221,000,- 
000 pounds more wool in the world 
than the ivooli u machinery of the world 
could consume. Iu 189o the effect of the 
eiiotmouB irnpnrts of woo! in all forms 
by the TJmfett States begau to tell upon 
European pricvp, and at thn close of the 
year 1895 tho surplus of tyoolcus and 
raw wool, which for four yi'ars had been 
distressing European markets, had been 
transferred to America, and London 
wool market circulars now state that 
tlio old supplies of wool and woolens iu 
Europe appear to have been obliterated. 
The word "transferred" rather than 
obliterated •would better describe the 
situation, for the wool and woolen sur- 
plus of the world has not bcrn con- 
sumed, bat has simply bfuu trausfeired 
to the United Htatps, whero the most of 
it is still on hand, and this is the cause 
of tho present depression in the wool 
business here. 


"It is a cm ions coiiio'ience that tho 


increase in tho imports ot wool of all 
kinds for 1&95, less the decrease in tho 
American clip, was almost exactly tho 
same in quantity as Europe's surplus of 
the previous year. As rear as may be 
the American total supp!j in 189o, cnv- 
iiig to overimportations, was 228,000,- 
000 pounds more than the average of 
the previous four ycars> and Europe's 
surplus, which had been exported to 
America, vras 221,000,000 pounds. 
It 


is therefore evident that the first effect 
of free wool was to relieve Enropa of its 
surplus and cauao prices there to ad- 
vance and to mid to America's surplus 
or to give the latter country n two 
years' supply in one year, causing prices 
hero to decline."

LAST CARTRIDGES. 


STORY OF THE INCIDENT DEPICTED 


IN A CELEBRATED PAINTING. 


The Magnificent Bravery of a Handfnl of 


French Marines—Soldiers Whose Brnv- 


• cry Was Beeocnlzed by Their Couquer- 
/ or>. 


1 
Who has not seen a print of the fa- 


mous picture, "The Last Cartridges," 
by Alphonse de Nearille? The original 
is in the gallery of one of New York's 
citizens. 
Well, in that picture the 


wounded major leaning against the old 
chest and watching through tha win- 
dow the effect of the Tnrco's last shot 
is Lambert, the hero of Bazeilles. 


The story of that picture is brifif 


enough, and yet it has never been printed 
in fnll in any American paper. It is as 
follows: 
1 On Sept. 1, 1870, the German artil- 
lery was thundering arouud Sedan. Tho 
French army was scattered. Its cavalry 
had made that last niid desperate charge 
which brought from the lips of old King 
William the exclamation so often quoted 
in French 
papers, "Oh, les bravea 


gens!" At Bazeilles, where the French 
infantry in scattered groups continued 
to fight furiously and hopelessly, dis- 
puting every inch of ground with the 
enemy, the German losses were severe. 
On the northern outskirts of the town a 
small number of French marines, barri- 
caded in a house known as La Maison 
Bonrgerie, kept up a prolonged resist- 
ance, actually holding in check almost 
an army corps. This handful of heroes 
was composed of Lambert and his men. 


The Fifteenth Bavarian regiment in- 


vested the house, firing at the windows, 
without attempitng to take the place by 
stonni. Major Lambert and Captains 
Ortus and Aubert directed the fire. 
They transformed all the openings of 
the house injo loopholes, from which 
they poured a deadly flro into the ranks 
of the Bavarians, who were obliged to 
fall back repeatedly. 
Re-enforcements 


after re'euforcemcnts arrived, but re- 
pulse followed repulse. The marines 
kept up a perfect hail of bullets, against 
which it seemed impossible to advance. 


The Bavarians were mowed down 


mercilessly. Bnt the besieged, too, had 
a hard time of it. The bullets tore into 
shreds the mattresses with which they 
had barricaded tho windows, and the 
woodwork wan shattered into 
'inters. 


But from the two rooms of the 
story 


of the building tho Frenchmen Dandled 
their ohassepois with deadly effect. 
Lambert, with pale cheeks and flashing 
eyes, constantly shouted in a hoarse 
voice: "Stick to it, boys! Stick to it!" 
Captains Ortns end Albert each with 


• ohassepot in his band,'' blazed away 
with the rest. The odor of powder was' 
nlmoit stifling, but the Frenchmen 
coolly continued to use up their last 
cartridges. The little troop was gradu- 
ally becoming smaller and smaller. The 
wounded and the dead lay in heaps upon 
the floors. The Bavarian general, out 
of patience with tha extraordinary re- 
siatance of that handful of Frenchmen, 
ordered an attack by the artillery. A 
shell fell upou the roof, tearing a big 
hole in it, and also in the ceiling just 
'above the heads of Lambert and his 
men. Bnt, fortunately for them, it 
burst above, and, strange enough, did 
comparatively little damage. 
A few 


men were wounded by the flying pieces 
of timber. But the smoke with which 
it filled tha place was suffocating and 
almost blinding. "Stick to it, boys!" 
shouted Lambert. And they stack to it, 
At last the ammunition was becoming 
exhausted. The cartridge boxes of the 
dead and wounded were picked up and 
their supply eagerly grabbed. But it 
did not last long. Bach one was fired, 
the last by Captain Aubert. 


Then Lambert opened the door and 


with a white handkerchief in his hand 
limped out in front of the enemy. The 
Bavarian soldiers were furious at their 
losses. A crowd of them at the sight of 
the Frenchman made a dash at him 
with their bayonets, but just lien brave 
Captain Lcssignold of the fifteenth 
Bavarian infantry dashed forward, cov- 
ered the Frenchman with his body and 
sword in hand drove back the men who 
were about to butcher him. 


So Lambert and all that remained of 


'his men became prisoners of war. They 
numbered about 40, all more or less 
wounded. That evening Major Lambert 
and Captains Ortns and Anbert were 
brought before the crown 
prince of 


Prussia, afterward Emperor Frederick 
III. They offered him their swords. 


"Keep yonr swords, gentlemen," said 


the crown prince. "We don't disarm 
brave soldiers like you." 


On the 1st of September, 1895, Gen- 


eral Lambert made a pilgrimage to the 
crypt where lie the remains of his com- 
panions of that memorable day. Then 
he went to see the Maison Bourgerie. 
That establishment is transformed into 
a national museum—that is to say, it 
is covered and sheltered by another 
building, and the original house stands 
inside, just as it was when Lambert left 
it. 
. But there is one unfortunate mistake 
in De Neuvilla's picture. There was no 
Turco in Lambert's band, and the man 
who fired the last cartridge was Cap- 
tain Aubert. Tho captain must have 
smiled when be saw the strange portrait 
which tho famous artist made of him. 


General Lambert is now in the re- 


serve forces, having passed the legal 
limit for a general in the regular army. 


Some years ago the badauds of Paris 


used to ask each other the solemnly stu- 
pid question, '' Have you seen Lambert?1' 
And at that time nobody had seen him, 
and nobody had any expectation of ever 
seeing him. 


Bnt now all Paris has seen him. The 


French army glories in him. The Ger- 
man army honors him, and every one 
who has Tisited ft picture gallery of 
stopped in front of .a picture store in 
any city of the civilized world has seen 
his portrait. Le Journal Officiel reports 
that he hag been promoted to the dig- 
nity of grand officer in the Legion a? 
Honor.—New York Sun.
